tian may with more profit exerciſe hum- 
ſelfe thenin the fix differences of pullcs, 
the art whereof Hippocrates cither never 
knew,or negleRted. And Galen confeſſeth 
of himſelfe, that he ſpent 20. yeares inſtu- 
dy that way, before he could attaine the 
knowledge of the ( /yftole) or contraftion 
of the pulſe in the arteries, which being 
unknown: the pulſe alſo muſt remain un. 
knowne ; and yet it 1s uncertaine whether 
Galen indeed ever did attain therto. From 
Galens time for 1 200. yearcs after, this 
knowledge lay turicd inthe black _ 

on of ignorance, untill Joſephus Straths 
brought it to ſome light: and no marvel]; tor 
the continuall mutatility and alteration of 
the pulic camot be comprehended by art.

to bee of any colour, 
for ſo it would alter the apparent colour of 
the urine. Not ſtrait or broad beneath, 
which alter the contents. Not open in the 
top , for ſo duſt or other filth might fall 
in : aire, cold, or heat might ſoone alter it. 
Not ſtopped with Woollen or Luinen, for 
ſolint or Cotten might fall in. Not too 
neere, nor too far off; for the ſubſtance too 
neere might appeare thicker: and too farre 
off; thinner, Aegid.10.

Broad, round, and ovlonge below, and 
ſtraiter above, conically aſcending like to 
a mans bladder which it repreſenteth;that 
a fit place may remaine for the faſhion of 
the ſediment : and {topped at the top with 
leather,paper,&c. that nothing fall mn, nor 
ayre calily get in.
